But the colder weather has 
put a brake on rivers that had 
rampaged from the mountains 
to the Pacific Ocean in the 
hardest hit area — Oregon and 
northern California. 
More snow in the mountains 
and wind and rain below were 
forecast for today. 
The Columbia dropped enough 
in Washington to permit start of 
cleanup work. The flood threat 
appeared over in Idaho but the 
little town of St. Joe, population 
75, in the Panhandle, still was 
without electricity. In Nevada 
the Truckee River withdrew its 
threat to Reno. 
California counted 19 flood 
dead with the confirmation Sun­ 
day that four had drowned when 
a helicopter plunged into the 
Eel River 40 miles south of Eu­ 
reka Saturday.

Oregon reported 18 deaths 
from flood action.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
world was still sticky in 1964 
but at home there was steady 
movement forward and the air 
was cleared a bit, politically 
and otherwise, leaving Presi­ 
dent Johnson to face his first 
full term at ease on many is­ 
sues. 
Overseas the Berlin wall still 
stood, a reminder that East- 
W'est differences were as stiff 
as 
cement. 
But 
the United 
States and the Soviet Union ac­ 
commodated themselves a little 
better to the idea that both 
have to live on one earth. 
The Congo was a mess but 
there was an even worse mess 
in the American-backed war 
against 
communism 
in Viet 
Nam. 
Egyptian President Nasser, 
like others this year, rebuffed 
the United States. He said any­ 
one who didn't like Cairo's atti­ 
tude could “ drink from the 
sea," and Egyptian way of say­ 
ing “ go to hell." 
Hie 15-member NATO al­ 
liance stayed intact but the 
partners began to feel free to 
cut their individual capers, now 
that danger from the Soviet Un­ 
ion has dwindled. It was like a 
poker game with 15 decks of 
cards. 
The grunts and groans coming 
out of the split between those 
one • time 
allies, the Soviet 
Union and Red China, added lit­ 
tle to enlightenment. 
T h e y 
sounded like a couple of used- 
car salesmen trying to con­ 
vince a customer on a wash­ 
board road. 
The west doesn't know what 
they'll do, w h a t direction they'll 
take, or whether Khrushchev's 
departure was a turning point in 
history. 


But at home the economy was 
booming for a record fourth 
year in a row. To pep it up even 
more Congress gave it a blood 
transfusion with the biggest tax 
cut in history. 
In the long view the achieve­ 
ments in the field of citizens' 
rights, civil and political, per­ 
haps will be most memorable. 
In a year in which three civil 
rights workers were murdered 
in 
Mississippi and Negroes 
rioted in Northern cities, Con­ 
gress passed the most far- 
reaching civil rights act of 
the century. 
Then, 
with 
extraordinary 
speed, *he Supreme Court sup­ 
ported it a couple of weeks ago 
by upholding the new law's ban 
on 
racial 
discrimination in 
places of public accommoda­ 
tion, like hotels, or motels, or 
restaurants. 
Gradually opposition to deseg­ 
regation was melting. It was the 
court which started the melting 
with its decision against public 
school 
segregation 10 years 
ago. 
But, even without the civil 
rights ruling, the court would 
have made this a memorable 
year. For half a century injus­ 
tice had been piling up in the 
states where city people were 
getting less representation in 
state legislatures than country 
people. 
Neither Congress nor the leg­ 
islatures would correct it. The 
Supreme Court stepped into this 
vacuum of responsibility and 
ordered 
reapportionment 
so 
that each man's vote means as 
much as any other's. 
But it was the presidential 
election 
which 
settled, 
for 
years to come, the direction 
this country will take. 
Because Democrats and Re­ 


publicans for decades looked 
like 
twins, 
the presidential 
races 
began 
to 
resemble 
personality 
contests 
rather 
than different views of life and 
government 
for 
voters 
to 
choose between. 
This year the voters got a 
clear choice between the con­ 
servative Sen. BarryGoldwater 
and the much more moderate 
Johnson. The President won 
with the greatest plurality in 
history, 43 million to 27 million 
votes. 
As a result, the two parties' 
candidates for a long time are 
likely to be liberals or at least 
middle-of-the-roaders.

More than 550 persons lost 
their lives in highway accidents 
during the three-day Christmas 
weekend. 
The toll was well below the 
1955 record of 609 deaths, but 
within the range predicted' by 
the National Safety Council. 
The final tabulation had 555 
persons killed on the highways 
during the 78-hour period that 
began at 6 p.m. Thursday and 
ended at midnight Sunday. The 
safety council had estimated 
that between 550 and 650 holiday 
travelers could perish. 
Only five states — Alaska, 
Hawaii, Maine, Montana and 
Washington—reported no fatal­ 
ities. In at least five states, holi­ 
day accidents helped set 12- 
month records.

(AP) 
— Government forces 
overran a major Viet Cong posi­ 
tion Sunday, killing at least 67 
guerrillas and capturing 10 oth­ 
ers as well as a large stock of 
weapons. 
It was one of the most signifi­ 
cant government successes in 
the past year. UJS. officers be­ 
lieved that 
the position, 75 
miles southwest of Saigon, was 
a 
Viet 
Cong zone command 
headquarters. 
The Commun­ 
ists have divided South Viet 
Nam into seven zones. 
The government forces suf­ 
fered 11 dead and 42 wounded. 
Among the wounded were seven 
U £. Army helicopter crewmen 
hit by small-arm s fire. 
(Ten other Americans were 
reported wounded in other ac­ 
tions in the Mekong delta Sun­ 
day. Two were reported in seri­ 
ous condition.) 
Capt. Robert W. Butler of 
Frederick, Md., who went into 
action at Dai Ngai, said of the 
government success: “ This is 
as good a Christmas present as 
I could have wished for." 
A radio he had carried on his 
back was smashed by a ma­ 
chine-gun bullet. He was not 
hurt. 
The attack began when mili­ 
tiamen in the riceland hamlet 
beside the Mekong River called 
for help after exchanging fire 
with the guerrillas. 
Thirty-six helicopters, half of 
them arm ed with rockets and 


heavy machine guns, dropped 
on top of the Viet Cong position, 
discharging two battalions in 
seven quick waves. Air force 
planes poured bombs and can­ 
non fire into the area. About 650 
government troops took part. 
Viet Cong strength was esti­ 
mated at two battalions under 
the command of a major gener­ 
al. It was not known whether he 
was among the dead. 
Government troops were still 
recovering 
bodies 
today as 
sporadic fighting continued. 
The heavy Communist casual­ 
ties were attributed partly to a 
new type of fuse on the govern­ 
ment's bombs. These burst in 
the air and scatter shrapnel 
over a wide area. 
Vietnamese officers specu­ 
lated that the Communists had 
been massing for an attack and 
were caught off guard. 
Captured weapons included 
five 50-caliber machine guns, 
three recoilless cannons and 
three mortars. 
In the town of Mo Cai, 50 
miles southwest of Saigon, a 
Viet COng grenade exploded in a 
cafe, wounded four Americans 
and 15 Vietnamese and killed a 
12-year-old Vietnamese girl. 
One of the Americans, Van 
Bucher, the son of Jules N. 
Bucher of the UJi. Aid mission 
in Saigon, was reported in criti­ 
cal condition. Bucher is in his 
early 20s. 
Lt. Gen. Nguyen Khanh, com­ 
mander 
of 
the 
Vietnamese 
forces, issued a holiday mes 
sage of thanks to UJS. forces in 
South Viet Nam. The message 
warmed a little the chilly rela< 
tions between Khanh and UJS. 
authorities in Saigon. 
Khanh last week criticized 
UJS. Ambassador Maxwell D. 
Taylor for demanding that the 
Vietnamese 
generals restore 


full power to the civilian gov­ 
ernment. 
He addressed the message to | 
Gen. William C.Westmoreland, 
commander of UJS. forces in 
Viet Nam. However, Khanh and 
his military colleagues showed 
no sign of acceding to American 
demands that they reinstate the 
legislative High National Coun­ 
cil and release political prison­ 
ers they arrested in the purge 
Dec. 20. 
All but eight of the Americans I 
wounded Thursday in the ter­ 
rorist bombing of an American

Those still in the hos­ 
pital were reported in good con­ 
dition and it was expected they 
would be released soon.

Debt is a “ Four-letter” word 
in the American vocabulary. 
This is especially so in regard 
to the national debt, that little- 
understood but much Invoked 
symbol of government extrava­ 
gance, waste, mismanagement 
and even downright immorality. 
Thus it may shock many to hear 
a respected banker extol the 
positive benefits of deficit fi­ 
nancing, both public and pri­ 
vate. It is almost as if the 
preacher were to condone gam­ 
bling. 
Contending that “ debt exten­ 
sion is needed for the health 
of the economy,” Rudolph A. 
Peterson, president of the Bank 
of America National Trust and 
Savings Association, recently 
attacked what he labeled four 
myths regarding debt. 
The first myth; “ Debt in the 
United States is too high.” 
One cannot say this, says Pe­ 
terson, except when the nega­ 
tive effects of debt become un­ 
bearable and new debt can’t be 
floated. 
“ Debt has grown much more 
than our ability to pay it off.” 
This implies that the total 
debt could suddenly be called 
by the creditors, which is “ ex­ 
tremely unlikely.” 
“ The recent high growth of the 
federal debt is a major prob­ 
lem.” 
Actually, net federal debt at 
the end of fiscal 1963—$307 
billion— was not much higher 
than at the end of 1945. The 
government owns more in real 
and personal property assets 
than the debt—$315 billion. 
While the federal debt rose 13 
per cent between 1946 and 1963, 
or $9 billion, the state and 
local government rise was a 
little publicized 448 per cent, 
or $65 billion. This is reflected 
in a 326 per cent increase in 
state-local taxes in that period 
reported by the Tax Foundation. 
One must turn to the business 
world to enter the realm of 
astronomical accounting: Pri­ 
vate debt has grown by $613 
billion since World War II. Here 
it is not called debt but “ in­ 
vestment” and without it the 
economy would stagnate. 
“ Federal debt must be reduced 
or at least contained.” 
On the contrary, says Peter­ 
son, government obligations are 
an asset to their holders and 
in many cases facilitate private 
business transactions. There is 
no more reason for extinguish­ 
ing federal debt than for pro­ 
hibiting corporate debt. 
“ A gross federal debt of well 
over 300 billion dollars is awe­ 
some to contemplate,” says Pe­ 
terson. “ Yet we must come to 
grips with the fact that a billion 
dollars or 300 billion dollars 
are units of counting with which 
we measure our economic uni­ 
verse in much the same way we 
use light years to measure the 
physical universe. 
“ Our economic universe is al­ 
ready immense and is growing 
with each passing day.”

Nam ara's order to abolish the 
Army ready reserves and crack 
down on overseas junkets. 
The most outraged roar came 
from Sen. Strom Thurmond, R* 
S.C., who doubles as a major 
general in the Army Reserves 
and marches through capitol 
corridors as if leading an in- 
visibile parade. 
It happens that Sen. Thur­ 
mond is the Senate's most out­ 
spoken 
champion of 
states' 
rights. It was states' rights, he 
declared last September, that 
persuaded him to desert the 
Democratic party and enlist 
in the campaign of his fellow 
major general in the Reserves, 
Sen. Barry Goldwater. 
Yet 
this 
month Thurmond 
came out against states' rights 
when they threatened his own 
military standing and travel 
privileges. 
McNamara's 
ac­ 
tion would take Army reserv- 
ists out of federal control and 
put them in the National Guard 
under state control. Thurmond 
called this "presumptuous." 
Real reason he is opposed to 
states’ rights in this case is 
that it would disband his own 
reserve unit in the Senate of 
which he is the commanding 
officer. 
-TWO JUNKETS A YEAR- 
This column has reported 
from time to time on the junket­ 
ing of Sen. Thurmond's reserve 
unit. Its members have fol­ 
lowed a pattern of serving their 
active duty by inspecting world 
pleasure spots, enduring the 
rigors 
of such outposts as 
Paris, Rome, and Hong Kong. 
Usually 
Thurmond organizes 
two trips each year, so 
h i s 
Capitol Hill "troops" can take 
their choice of Europe or Asia. 
He chose Madrid, Rome, and 
Casablanca for his own active 
duty this year, and left the week­ 
end immediately after the elec­ 


tion. It was his second junket 
of the year. Before the elec­ 
tion, he had flown to Stockholm 
at 
the 
taxpayers* 
expense. 
Thus he spent three weeks in 
Sweden during August, another 
three weeks touring the Medi­ 
terranean during November. 
Thurmond's record as a two- 
junkets.-year man dates back 
to 1962 when he took off for 
three weeks of “ active duty" 
in Europe and the Middle East 
within a week after returning 
from a jaunt in Mexico. The 
taxpayers paid for both trips. 
Thurmond is now a Repub­ 
lican. Sen. Ralph Yarborough 
of Texas is a staunch Demo­ 
crat. They agree on hardly 
anything. And Yarborough, a 
reserve colonel, has been wary 
of his commanding officer ever 
since 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Thurmond 
wrestled him to the floor in a 
Senate corridor earlier this 
year. 


But there is one point on 
which these two Solons do def­ 
initely agree. Both are opposed 
to .McNamara's plan to abolish 
the reserves and reserve junk­ 
ets. 
While Thurmond was lead­ 
ing an expedition to the Medi­ 
terranean this fall, Yarborough 
took command of an expedition 
to the Far East. He got back on 
December 13, just in time to 
blast McNamara for trying to 
break up their cozy Capitol Hill 
Corps. Yarborough indignantly 
called McNamara's order "a 
departure away from the long- 
accepted status of the citizen 
soldier."

Crime Syndicates Jittery as 
FBI 
Hits 
Them 
with 5,000 
Probes. 
NEW YORK: — For the first 
time since the legendary days 
of the Capone era when mobs 
m assacred themselves in am­ 
bush or on open streets, a year's 
end is grim for the million­ 
aire Mafia executives. 
These 
Cosa 
Nostra family 
heads are jittery — especially 
in the Chicago, Philadelphia 
and New York-Northern 
New 
Jersey areas. 
They’re jumpy because of the 
most intensive FBI probes of 
recent years — investigations 
totaling more than 5,000 on two 
fronts. One part of the pincer 
has dug into their sources of 
legitimate as well as crooked 
income. The other move is a 
methodical 
g a t h e r i n g 
of 
evidence on a long-term tim e­ 
table, but not so long that many 
of the 55 and 60-year-old Cosa 
Nostra “ family heads" don't 
face federal prisons. 
So the mob is skittish. Its 
powerful 
“ Committee” 
or 
“ Board” which has been meet­ 
ing in small groups throughout 
the regions they control just 
doesn’t 
know 
what the FBI 
knows. The crime syndicate 
leaders move hesitatingly for 
the first time. They don’t know 
whether to purge or to re ­ 
organize. The elders are not 
quite certain they can control 
the younger element. They're 
unable to ferret out the hand­ 
ful of informers J. Edgar Hoov­ 
e r says he has planted in the 
highest echelons of several Ma­ 
fia organizations. 
What 
worries 
the wealthy 
crim inals as much as the threat 
of jail is the government’s chip­ 
ping away at their Income. In 
this 
maneuver 
the 
weapon 
against them is the regional 
federal grand jury. The crime 
syndicate executives are not 
particularly 
disturbed by the 
possibility of anyone spilling 
before such a grand jury. 
They run tightly disciplined 
organizations 
whose secrets 
are in the hands and minds of 
only a few men. 
The lower 
depth knows little. 
What truly harasses the Cosa 
Nostra executives is the fact 
that they themselves are being 
called to testify in many areas 
of the nation. 
They aren’t apt to blurt out 
their own secrets, so why are 
they shaken? Their nervousness 
was explained by one of the 
most knowledgeable criminolo­ 
gists in the land. 
“ It is entirely possible for an 
individual called to testify be­ 


fore a grand jury or other of­ 
ficial interrogating bodies to 
find himself faced with the al­ 
ternative of either testifying 
truthfully or finding himself 
denied 
such 
valuable legal 
rights as liquor and real es­ 
tate operating licenses, beer 
distributorships or other val­ 
uable business privileges used 
by the mobs to earn millions,” 
he explained. 
“ There are government grants 
and subsidies and a variety of 
the extremely important rights 
involving millions of dollars 
in business properties which 
depend on how the crim e chief 
responds. It is important to 
observe the nature of the of­ 
ficial inquiry and 
the ques­ 
tions asked. Sometimes the per­ 
son’s refusal to answer under 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment can 
actually result in denial of these 
official grants and to those 
criminal syndicates in the big 
businesses of the Mafia, this 
could mean more than the loss 
of millions. It could result in 
the loss of big and small bus­ 
inesses in which thousands of 
troops are employed and even 
the syndicate chief can’t af­ 
ford such joblessness on the 
part of his tough manpower.” 
There are grand juries prob­ 
ing organized crim e all over 
the country and the probes beget 
probes. There is, for example, 
the Illinois Crime Investigating 
Commission which plans to go 
into downstate 
Illinois 
next 
year. 
As 
these 
investigations in­ 
crease and the investigators 
dig deeper the odds increased 
that the more powerful though 
lesser known, crim e syndicate 
chiefs will be summoned and 
have to face not only the grand 
juries but massed phalanxes of 
newsmen. 
Exposure could also result 
in the smashing of many legiti­ 
mate businesses into which the 
mobs have gone. 
Add to all this the comic opera 
case of Joe (Bananas) Bonanno, 
m illionaire controller of rack­ 
ets in the West, and you have 
the ingredients for the feverish 
state of the m assive criminal 
underworld at New Year’s. 
It will not go well for those 
involved 
in 
the 
case 
of 
Bananas. They have only com­ 
plicated matters. There 
will 
undoubtedly be retribution as 
soon as a series of sneak con­ 
ferences can be held. There is 
no Mr. Big. So it will take 
time for democratic centralism 
to pass judgment. But the best 
conjecture is that it will be 
harsh

JEFFERSON CITY — 
To 
sportsmen, the end of the year 
means permits must be re­ 
newed. 
Those who did not receive 
1965 hunting and fishing per­ 
mits for Christmas must buy 
them before they can take ad­ 
vantage of Missouri's increas­ 
ingly liberal winter sports op­ 
portunities. 
For example, anglers know 
that in Missouri they can fish 
all winter-- they have been able 
to for years. But starting this 
year, many streams will be 
open to black bass fishing all 
winter. The only fish species 
on which there is any closed 
season in Missouri is black 
bass, but starting Jan. 1 even 
those 
fish 
will 
be legal in 
streams north of the Missouri 
River and in the southeast low­ 
lands, the so - called "boot- 
heel’’ of Missouri. South of the 
Missouri and north and west 
of the bootheel, black bass will 
be open only from May 29 to 
Feb. 28.

Two months ot University of California student rallies, 
picketing and sit-ins aimed at expanding campus political 
activity bring to mind how far I've seen students go politi­ 
cally in some foreign countries. 
The California demonstrations and the civil rights activi­ 
ties organized bv students at some schools raise the ques­ 
tion. Will U.S. campuses eventually become the political hot­ 
beds universities already have become in many other coun- 
t riesl 
1 WAS IN MEXICO CITY a number of years ago when the 
authorities were moving the University of Mexico from the 
center of the city to the suburbs. Mexicans told me this move 
was m large part aimed at getting the students outside of the 
capital so their political effectiveness would be reduced. 
In an emergency. 1 was told. Mexican government troops 
could bar the students from entering the central city. As 
long as the university w a s in the center of town, such control 
was practically impossible. 
The students had been held responsible for a major part 
in precipitating a series of Mexican political erises. 
_ 
At another time. I was walking down a street in Havana. 
Cuba, ivears before Castro), when a soldier with fixed bayo­ 
net forced me to make a detour. Unknowingly. I’d been about 
to walk on the sidewalk in front ot the university. Its students 
had been involved in a series of demonstrations and political 
riots in which streetcars and automobiles had been over­ 
turned and destroyed. The Cuban government had isolated 
the campus with a ring of soldiers. 
In Panama, it was a group of students, infiltrated by Com­ 
munists. who sot off the publicized Panama Canal Zone n o t­ 
ing. 
IN 
SAIGON 
RECENTLY, 
students 
rioting 
reportedly 
placed a part in forcing Ma.j. Gen. Nguyen Khanh to give up 
the presidency ot South Viet Nam 
Some of these students 
told me they planned to increase their political activity 
In the years I lived in Japan before World War II. the uni­ 
versities and colleges were hotbeds of political opposition 
despite strong efforts b> the police. At one time, many ol 
the schools had Communist cells. Many schools likewise had 
extreme nationalist student groups. 
In China in World War II. I learned from Mao Tsc-tung s 
men that the Red leader s own political activist beginnings 
were on a school campus. A sizable chunk of early Red Chi­ 
nese activity was among students. 


NONE OF THIS IS TO IMPLY that student political activity 
in the countries I've reported from is always either left wine 
or right wing. 1 do mean to suggest that in many foreign 
countries, student political activity has been strong enough 
to help overthrow governments. 
In tin* foreign countries I have been in. the students (right 
wing, left wing or whatever) usually were prepared to resort 
to violence in the heat of demonstrations. T his was true, how­ 
ever moderate their leaders intended to be when the move­ 
ments were organized.

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Mayor Tucker of St Louis 


Will Seek a Third Term 
ST. LOUB CAP) — Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker announced 
Monday that he will seek an un­ 
precedented fourth term in the 
city's spring election. 
Tucker, 67, became the sec­ 
ond Democrat to announce his 
candidacy. A. J.Cervantes,for­ 
mer president of the Board of 
Aldermen, filed Dec. 2 as a 
Democratic candidate for may­ 
or in the March primary elec­ 
tion. No Republican has an­ 
nounced. 
Tucker is president of the U. 
S. Conference of Mayors and a 
member of the advisory com­ 
mittee on educational problems 
appointed by President Johnson 
to assist the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. 
Tucker has headed an admin­ 
istration that is identified with 
a rebirth of St. Louis. Among 
the projects begun under his 
leadership are: 
1. Reactivation of Hie Jeffer* — 
son Expansion Memorial proj­ 
ect on the St. Louis riverfront, 
including the nationally famous 
Gateway Arch that now is more 
than 50 per cent completed. 
2. Passage of a $110,639,000 
bond issue that triggered the 
Mill Creek Valley redevelop­ 
ment project—4he largest un­ 
dertaking of its kind in the na­ 
tion. 
3. Redevelopment of down­ 
town 8t. Louis, including con­ 
struction now under way of a 
multimillion dollar sports sta­ 
dium.

WASHINGTON CAP; — Kep. 
Donald C. Bruce, R-Ind., has 
been elected chairman of a new 
political organization formed 
here over the weekend to back 
conservative causes throughout 
the nation. 
Named the American Con­ 
servative Union, it was formed 
by about 100 leading conserva­ 
tives, including some who met 
secretly beginning in 1960 in an 
effort that led to the nomination 
of Sen. Barry Goldwater of Ari­ 
zona as the Republican presi­ 
dential candidate. 
Bruce said those attending 
decided the organization would 
focus efforts in numerous fields 
including 
political 
action, 
“prejudice in the press,” for- 
I sign and military policy, dome^- 
I elgn and military policy, do­ 
mestic economic policy, and 
the arts, professions and sci- 
uncj . . 
Bruce will not be in the new 
Congress. He tried for the Sen­ 
ate in the fall campaign and 
lost. 
One of the top figures in the 
organization is Marvin Lieb- 
man, New York public relations 
man who helped bring about 
Goldwater's 
nomination 
and 
played a behind-the-scenes role 
in 
Goldwater's unsuccessful 
campaign. 
Liebman said the organiza­ 
tion is not in any sense an arm 
of the Republican party, he 
said, but “hopes to mobilize re­ 
sources of responsible con­ 
servative thought across the 
country and further the gen­ 
eral cause of conservatism.**

He then returned to public 
office in 1949 as chairman of 
the Board of Freeholders that 
drew up the city’s present city 
charter. 
Tucker was elected mayor in 
1953 by a then record vote and 
re-elected in 1957 and 1961.

Strangely, the beautiful moun­ 
tain, tallest member of the 
Cascade Range, was built up by 
volcanic action and, in turn, 
is now being worn down by 26

The park’s 300 miles of trails 
and 112 miles of paved 
and 
graveled roads make it possible 
to view Mount Rainier from all 
sides and to enjoy all of its 
natural wonders.

Hearnes 
and their three daughters plan 
to go to Charleston Frid ay and 
spend the Christm as weekend 
there, 
returning Sunday.

members who will meet in Chi­ 
cago fen. 22 and 23 to deter­ 
mine whether lie will continue 
to head the party machinery. 
He said he thinks 15 to 30 ad­ 
ditional members are leaning in 
his direction but said they are 
“ assailable" by the party pro­ 
gressives who liave been calling 
for his scalp as a symbol of the 
Republicans' Nov. 3 defeat. 
Miller told a previous news

thinks Burch 
should stay on even if he wins a 
test by only one vote. M iller, a 
form er GOP chairman, said he

Goldwater, who did not talk 
with newsmen Monday, appar­ 
ently remained firmly behind 
Burch. The Arizona Senator has 
contended that critics of his 
conservative position are strik­ 
ing at him through Burch.

Federal Finances, Past and 
Future Prospects Discussed 


WASHINGTON

year ago the administration was 
trying hard to get Congress to 
pass a massive income tax cuU 
It succeeded. 
The reverse may be true in 
1965. 
The administration may 
have to put on the brakes to 
prevent eager legislators from 
taking a huge whack out of the 
government’s excise tax reve­ 
nues which add up to $14.5 bil­ 
lion a year. 
Officials say they hope the 
promised excise reduction will 
be tailored to fit the needs of the 
economy and the budget. But 
some Congress members have 
demonstrated they would gladly 
make a sweeping cut in the un­ 
popular, cost-boosting sales le­ 
vies. 
There 
has been some in­ 
formed speculation that the cuts 
w ill not exceed $2 billion. Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Douglas 
Dillon has mentioned possible 
figures as low as $500 million 
and as high as $4 billion, de­ 
ending on how much stimula­ 
tion the economy needs at the 
tim e. 
Other matters which will keep 
administration 
economists 
busy in 1965 include: 
—A. higher budget, both on the 
spending and revenue sides, 
with expenditures approaching 
the $100-billion m ark despite 
som e economics in defense. 
—The problem of keeping 
m ore dollars at home in order 
to reduce further the deficit in 
international paym ents. 
—The prospect of a budget 
deficit between $2 billion and $4 
billion in fiscal 1966, following 
a $5.7 deficit for the current 
fiscal year ending next June 30. 
—Consideration of a proposal 
to eliminate or reduce the sil­ 
ver content of coins to relieve 
a world shortage of silver. 
—A possible reduction of $250 
million or more in the taxes of 
large corporations through ad­ 
m inistrative changes in depre- 
ciation rules. 
—Consideration of income tax 
revision designed to close loo­ 
pholes. 
Treasury officials prefer a 
cautious approach to the vast 
a rra y of excise taxes because of 
the possible effect on business.

Inflation Is Selective 
Parti 


By Edison E. Shrum 
Economics at best Is no more 
than a pseudoscience, simply 
because its theories cannot be 
subjected to the controlled tests 
and experiments 
that , have 
proved of such vital importance 
in the development of the real 
laboratory sciences. Econo­ 
mists, 
like 
their 
fellow 
pseudoscientists, 
politicians, 
must rely almost exclusively on 
lessons derived from history, 
and these lessons unfortunately 
are sometimes misunderstood. 
The present idea that inflation 
has slowed to a point where It 
is no longer a danger Is an 
example of this sort of mis­ 
interpretation 
of 
historical 
precedents. 
For, while it is 
true that cost of living, farm 
products and commodity price 
indexes are rising either very 
slowly or not at all, 
other 
historically more significant 
indicators are showing definite 
signs 
of sharply increasing 
pressure. Common stocks are 
up about 100 per cent since 
1958, farm land prices 
are 
rising in the Midwest at the 
rate of about 10 per cent a 
year, and some suburban acre­ 
ages have been going up as much 
as 100 per cent a year. Hare 
coins, rare books and certain 
items of antique colored glass­ 
ware, have made equal or even 
more impressive gains. 
This is not, historically, an 
unusual situation. In fact most 
inflationary 
booms 
have 
demonstrated this same sort of 
price selectivity. Holland's tu­ 
lip mania of 1630 to 1637 is 
perhaps the prize example of 
selective Inflation. During that 
wild period houses, personal 
possessions and land were sold 
or mortgaged to buy tulips. 
Prices were driven up to where 
single choice tulip bulbs were 
selling for $3,000 or more. One 
man reportedly almost caused 
a riot by mistaking a $2,000 
tulip bulb for an onion 
and 
eating it. 
England’s South Sea Bubble 
boom (1711 —1720), likewise, was 
purely 
and 
simply a highly 
selective stock buying mania of 
the most absurd sort. Stock in 
companies organized for such 
bizarre purposes as “ making 
wheels for perpetual motion 
machines" and to participate 
in “a business yet to be re­ 
vealed," sold like hotcakes. 
South Sea Co. stock itself rose 
1,500 per cent in just 
seven 
months of 1720 — and then 
collapsed, dropping over 1,450 
per cent before the end of that 
year. 
It was indeed, as one 
historian put it,

France was afflicted at that 
time with virtually the same 
sort of mania. There it was 
John Law's bank.

of circulation as the inflation 
progressed into the explosive 
stage. 
One man managed to 
get a cartload of gold 
and 
silver across the Belgian bor­ 
der by topping it with cow ma­ 
nure. 
Another, to safeguard 
his paper money gains, bought 
the entire edition of a 
new 
dictionary. 
Our Revolutionary War “ shin 
plaster" inflation was 
also 
selective. 
The overall price 
index rose only a little over 
300 per cent before 
the in­ 
flationary process culminated 
in 1780. Nevertheless, before 
the end flour sold in Boston 
for $1,575 a barrel, coffee $12 
a pound, com brought $150 a 
bushel, and a suit and hat could 
be had for $2,000. 
And 
in 
Virginia, a good pair of shoes 
went at the “bargain" price of 
$5,000. 
After the culmination, 
a part of the Continental cur­ 
rency 
was redeemed at a 
fortieth of its face value, in­ 
dicating that the higher-priced 
items more correctly reflected 
the currency's true value than 
did those items making 
less 
spectacular gains. 
The U.S. inflation of 1795 em­ 
phasized speculation

borne commerce, as did those 
of 1800-1801, 1805-1806 
and 
1810. 
During that of 1805- 
1806, Gresham’s dealt the sil­ 
ver dollar a 30-year knockout 
punch. 
The 1813-1819 post­ 
war inflation, however, 
was

During that boom 
businessmen in 
Philadelphia 
and Baltimore developed 
a 
mania for speculation in stocks, 
while the rest of the nation 
went crazy over Western land 
and town 
lots. 
Commodity 
prices rose but 40 per cent. 
Farm products, though, made 
gains of 75 per cent and whis­ 
key went up a whopping 100 per 
cent. 
The English inflation that cul­ 
minated in 1825 specialized in 
stocks, especially those of Mex­ 
ican and South American mines. 
Some of these stocks rose 300 
per cent in the final year of the 
boom.

cellaneous Murders, Riots, and 
Outrages in 1834, 1835, 1837 
and 1838." Morality, too, ebt>ed 


a bit. Vice president Richard 
Johnson, elected tn 1836, made 
no 
great effort to conceal the 
fact that he had two daughters 
by his mulatto housekeeper; and 
that at her death, he had then 
taken up with another lady of 
color, who later deserted him 
to run off with an Indian. Nor 
did that end the episode, for, 
according to the gossip of that 
day, he had her recaptured, 
soid down the river, and then 
brought her sister in to replace 
her in his interesting domestic 
“ arrangements." 
Easy 
credit, it was 
said, 


caused both the boom and the 
bust of the 1830s. So long as 
people could continue to bor­ 
row to buy land, and the states 
likewise could continue to ob­ 
tain loans and spend money for 
internal improvements, busi­ 
ness continued to l>oom both in 
this country and in England, 
where much of the financing for 
the improvements was being 
obtained. Crop failures in 1835 
laid the groundwork for the 
crisis.

NEW YORK (AP) — Incomes 
have been rising at a nice clip. 
And so have personal savings. 
Together that tells a lot about 
December's 
gains in retail 
sales, and merchants' confi­ 
dence that the bills in January 
can and will be paid. 
Individual savings increased 
in the first nine months of this 
year by $22.5 billion. The gain 
was about one.third more 'han 
in the like period of 1963. 
The big boost is tied in with 
the rise in personal incomes, 
now running at a seasonally ad­ 
justed annual rate of $502 bil­ 
lion, compared with $474.5 bil­ 
lion 
in the final stretch of 
1963. 
But the rise in savings also 
shows that Americans ha v, ,*t 
changed their habits much de­ 
spite all the stress on prosperi­ 
ty. They're spending more be­ 
cause they're making more. 
They're also saving about the 
same percentage of their in­ 
comes as before the federal in­ 
come tax cut. 
That the big jump in the total 
of incomes is spurring a corre­ 
sponding rise in retail sales is 
obvious 
in most cities this 
month. Record December vol­ 
ume already is in the l>ag. And 
the bulge in charge accounts 
and installment 
loans is re­ 
ported at about the normal rate. 
So the spending splurge doesn't 
worry 
many save the most 
chronic pessimists. 
The additional money comes 
from more persons having jobs, 
some working at higher wage 
scales, 
many getting 
more 
overtime, and almost all en­ 
joying larger take-home i*iy 
because of the cut in the fed­ 
eral income tax. 
Hie spending stems from this 
additional money, but also from 
the general confidence that good 
times will continue — that the 
January bills can be met, and 
others right along for months to 
come. 
But debt also has been in­ 
creasing faster than ayearago, 
both in mortgages and consum­ 
er credit. This increase frets 
few economists so long as total 
incomes continue to rise. 
The Securities and Exchange 
Commission reports that in the 
first nine months of this year 
individuals 
decreased 
their 
holdings of common and pre­ 
ferred stock by $1.5 billion. Hie 
drop was less than in 1963. 
Hie New York Stock Ex. 
change, however, says that its 
Monthly 
Investment Plan — 
whereby individuals buy shares 
at a regular rate — is chalking 
up its best year yet. It started in 
1954. Some 6,509 plans were 
opened this November, to top 
the previous November record 
of 4,192 set in 1956. In the first 
11 months of this year 56,930 
plans were started. The pre­ 
vious 
fUll-year 
record was 
45,593 plans in 1959. The SEC 
counts investment in stocks as 
one of many forms of saving. 
All the records — income, 
savings, debt, spending — re­ 
flect totals for all citizens. The 
individual may have quite a dif­ 
ferent story himself. But coun­ 
ting in all Americans with pay 
checks, or other forms of in­ 
come, 
this December 
sees 
more money than ever before 
available for spending or sav­ 
ing. And the new year looks 
bright.

DETROIT (AP) — The U£. 
auto industry ran into rough 
going in 1964 because of strikes 
and parts shortages, but still 
finished the year with near­ 
record production and sales 
figures. 
Principl roadblocks in the 
industry's unsuccessful drive 
for an eight-million-unit pro­ 
duction year were strikes at 
General Motors and Ford Mo­ 
tor Co. 
General Motors was hit by a 
month long nationwide strike, 
followed by a series of local 
plant strikes. Ford had similar 
local strikes. The auto indus­ 
try's labor picture was unset­ 
tled from Sept. 25, when the 
GM national strike was called, 
until Nov. 23 when the national 
Ford contract was signed. 
Industry observers figured 
that U £. calendar 1964 car 
production would wind up with 
about 7.7 million cars when the 
final figure was in. That figure, 
if attained, would make it the 
second best year in UJ>. auto­ 
motive history, second only to 
the 7,942,215 cars built in 1955. 
In 
1963 
the 
figure 
was 
7,644,359. 
The 
interruptions in auto 
production came just about the 
time the industry was getting 
into full production of its 1965 
models. 
Chrysler Corp., first of the 
automakers to reach agreement 
with the United Auto Workers 
on a three-year contract run­ 
ning to September 1967, es­ 
caped with little labor trouble 
this year but was plagued by 
some parts shortages, particu­ 
larly seat springs, in its early 
week of 1965 car output. 
In general, automotive circles 
described their 1965 line as 
“ the year of the stylist.** This 
was because in the minds of the 
motoring public, engineering 
changes were subordinated to 
changes in the over-all appear­ 
ance of the cars. 
Buyers were offered a choice 
of 343 new models by U Ji. auto 
makers. General Motors cars 
generally featured softer, curv­ 
ing lines and a racy look; Ford 
featured 
sharp, crisp lines; 


Chrysler and American Motors * 
offered a bit more sweep ami 
roundness, 
augmenting 
the 
cars* crisp lines. 
Most models were a bit longer 
than their 1964 counterparts. 
The average wheelbase for 1965 
was 121 inches and the average 
length 211 inches. In 1964, the 
average car had 0.56 inches 
less wheelbase and 1.9 inches 
less over-all length. 
Basic car prices remained 
unchanged for the fifth straight 
calendar year, although there 
were adjustments in cost of 
some optional equipment. 
In general, UJS. auto makers 
rang up healthy profits. The big 
three producers at the three 
quarter mark — before strikes 
had much effect — all reported 
highest earnings for any nine 
months in their history.

I do not share the jubilation 
over the settlement between the

The raise of about 
55$ an hour Is more than 50 
per cent In excess of the White 
House formula.

amounts to about $1000 per year 
per employee. In the case of 
Chrysler alone, It is about $7o 
million dollars per year. Even 
though it comes in three annual 
installments, it nevertheless is 
very inflationary.

An extra payroll load of $75

It 
might mean unemployment for 
many workers.

It is In order to inquire what 
attitude the leaders inUAW will 


take if the automobile com­ 
panies should run into several

If it is in order for 
workers to receive more In 
prosperous years, is not the 
reverse true that when 
the 
companies 
are experiencing 
hard times, workers should re­

We cannot imag­ 
ine that the UAW leaders would 
accept a flexible scale of this 
kind although historically it is 
of great value in maintaining 
jobs and prosperity. 
We 
believe the 
automobile 
companies have 
acted very 
shortsightedly in not taking the 
public and their employees into 
their confidence earlier last 
summer before facing 
the 
unions across the bargaining 
table. Suppose they had said, 
“We have had some good years 
and are unusually prosperous. 
We propose now to share our 
good fortune with the public and 
the 1965 models will be offered 
at lower prices.” 
Chrysler, 
for Instance, might have taken 
$25 to $75 off the price of 
each car. The other companies 
could have done equally as well. 
This wouldhave increased sales 
and created more jobs. 
The 
companies could then 
ha\e 
faced the union bargainers with 
-the information that they had 
shared generously with 
the 
public 
and considered 
that 
more important than to give all 
the gain to a comparatively fewr 
employees. 
Under such con­ 
ditions the large wage increase 
could 
hardly 
have 
been 
demanded. 
Public 
opinion 
would not have supported it. 
There is no point in a high 
hourly wage scale if it results 
in no job. 
Not long ago the 


electrical workers of New York 
City found it advisable to re ­ 
duce their own pay In order to 
create more jobs. 
A togboat 
worker of my acquaintance who 
took part in a strike forh igter 
wages was on the winning side 
but found himself only partially 
employed at the higher scale. 
His yearly earnings are now 
much less than they were be­ 
fore.

But the colder weather has 
put a brake on rivers that had 
rampaged from the mountains 
to the Pacific Ocean in the 
hardest hit area — Oregon and 
northern California. 
More snow in the mountains 
and wind and rain below were 
forecast for today. 
The Columbia dropped enough 
in Washington to permit start of 
cleanup work. The flood threat 
appeared over in Idaho but the 
little town of St. Joe, population 
75, in the Panhandle, still was 
without electricity. In Nevada 
the Truckee River withdrew its 
threat to Reno. 
California counted 19 flood 
dead with the confirmation Sun­ 
day that four had drowned when 
a helicopter plunged into the 
Eel River 40 miles south of Eu­ 
reka Saturday. Seven died in 
another 
California 
’copter 
crash last Tuesday north of 
Eureka. 
Oregon reported 18 deaths 
from flood action. 
The Red Cross listed 16,300 
families as 
suffering major 
losses to homes, businesses or 
farms in Oregon, California, 
Idaho and Washington. 
No official estimate of dam­ 
age was available, but rough 
guesses by leaders of relief and 
rescue operations put it at close 
to $1 billion. 
Five-hundred persons—Min­ 
ers, loggers and their families 
— were marooned in several 
communities along the Klamath 
and Salmon rivers at the north­ 
ern tip of California.

council seats are filled with 
out a vote so as to avoid a chal 
lenge of the Soviets’ right to 
vote. 
The Soviet Union has refused 
to pay assembly assessments to 
finance the Congo and Middle 
East peace-keeping operations 
because it contends the Security 
Council alone has the right to 
start and finance such opera­ 
tions. It is more than two years; 
behind in its total assessments. 
The United States says that if 
a vote on anything is called in 
the assembly, the Soviet Union 
must suffer the penalty set out 
in 
Article 
19 
of the U.N. 
Charter, which states that any 
member two years behind in 
assessm ents shall have no vote 
in the assembly. 
To avoid a showdown, there 
has been no voting since the 
assembly convened Dec. 1. All 
necessary business has been 
done by general consent. Diplo­ 
matic sources said, however, 
Assembly President Alex yuai- 
son-Sackey of Ghana liad failed 
to get agreement to elect Secu­ 
rity Council members the same 
way. 
There is no problem con­ 
cerning two of the four seats 
that become vacant at the end 
of the year on the 11-nation 
council.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
world was still sticky in 1964 
but at home there was steady 
movement forward and the ail 
was cleared a bit, politically 
and otherwise, leaving Presi­ 
dent Johnson to face his first 
full term at ease on many is­ 
sues. 
Overseas the Berlin wall still 
stood, a reminder that East- 
West differences were as stiff 
as 
cement. 
But 
the United 
States and the Soviet Union ac­ 
commodated themselves a little 
better to the idea that both 
have to live on one earth. 
The Congo was a mess but 
there was an even worse mess 
in the American-backed war 
against 
communism 
in Viet 
Nam. 
Egyptian President Nasser, 
like others this year, rebuffed 
the United States. He said any­ 
one who didn't like Cairo’s atti­ 
tude could ‘‘drink from the 
sea,” and Egyptian way of say. 
ing “ go to hell.” 
TTie 15-member NATO al­ 
liance stayed intact but the 
partners began to feel free to 
cut their individual capers, now 
that danger from the Soviet Un­ 
ion has dwindled. It was like a 
poker game with 15 decks of 
cards. 


The grunts and groans coming 
out of the split between those 
one - time 
allies, the Soviet 
Union and Red China, added lit­ 
tle to enlightenment. 
T h e y 
sounded like a couple of used- 
car salesmen trying to con­ 
vince a customer on a wash­ 
board road. 
The west doesn’t know what 
they’ll do, what direction they’ll 
take., or whether Khrushchev’s 
departure was a turning point in 
history. 


But at home the economy was 
booming for a record fourth 
year in a row. To pep it up even 
more Congress gave it a blood 
transfusion with the biggest tax 
cut in history. 
In the long view the achieve­ 
ments in the field of citizens* 
rights, civil and political, per­ 
haps will be most memorable. 
In a year in which three civil 
rights workers were murdered 
in 
Mississippi and Negroes 
rioted in Northern cities, Con­ 
gress passed the most far- 
reaching civil rights act of 
the century. 
Then, 
with 
extraordinary 
speed, Hie Supreme Court sup­ 
ported it a couple of weeks ago 
by upholding the new law's ban 
on 
racial 
discrimination in 
places of public accommoda­ 
tion, like hotels, or motels, or 
restaurants. 
Gradually opposition to deseg­ 
regation was melting. It was the 
court which started the melting 
with its decision against public 
school 
segregation 10 years 
ago. 
But, even without the civil 
rights ruling, the court would 
have made this a memorable 
year. For half a century injus­ 
tice had been piling up in the 
states where city people were 
getting less representation in 
state legislatures than country 
people. 
Neither Congress nor the leg­ 
islatures would correct it. The 
Supreme Court stepped into this 
vacuum of responsibility and 
ordered 
reapportionment 
so 
that each man’s vote means as 
much as any other’s. 
But it was the presidential 
election 
which 
settled, 
for 
years to come, the direction 
this country will take. 
Because Democrats and Re­ 


publicans for decades looked 
like 
twins, 
the presidential 
races 
began 
to 
resemble 
personality 
contests 
rather 
than different views of life and 
government 
for 
voters 
to 
choose between. 
This year the voters got a 
clear choice between the con­ 
servative Sen. BarryGoldwater 
and the much more moderate 
Johnson. The President won 
with the greatest plurality in 
history, 43 million to 27 million 
votes. 
As a result, the two parties' 
candidates for a long time are 
likely to be liberals or at least 
middle-of-the-roaders. 


Johnson 
Works on 
Message 


JOHNSON CITY, Tex. (AP) 
— President Johnson boosted 
foreign policy to a top priority 
spot on his schedule today. 
He also planned to get in 
more work on the federal bud­ 
get and his State-of-the-Union 
message. 
Associates said Johnson in­ 
tends to devote considerable 
time today and during the re­ 
mainder of the week to review­ 
ing UJS. relations with nations 
around the world, including pol­ 
icy on loans, aid and cultural 
exchanges.

Toll Was 
About as 
Predicted 


More than 550 persons lost 
their lives in highway accidents 
during the three-day Christmas 
weekend. 
The toll was well below the 
1955 record of 609 deaths, but 
within the range predicted by 
the National Safety Council. 
The final tabulation had 555 
persons killed on the highways 
during the 78-hour period that 
began at 6 p.m. Thursday and 
ended at midnight Sunday. The 
safety council had estimated 
that between 550and 650 holiday 
travelers could perish. 
Only five states — Alaska, 
Hawaii, 
Maine, Montana and 
Washington—reported no fatal­ 
ities. In at least five states, holi­ 
day accidents helped set 12- 
month records. 
While traffic deaths mounted 
at an alarmingly fast pace dur­ 
ing the early hours of the holi­ 
day period, they slacked off 
during 
the 
closing 
hours, 
despite the homeward rush in 
many areas in fog, rain and 
snow. 
Multiple deaths pushed the 
toll upward in several states. 
In 
California, a three-car 
crash on rain-slicked U £. 101 
near Oceanside took five lives. 
Three persons lost their lives 
in a collision in Wisconsin Rap­ 
ids and three others were killed 
in a smash-up in northern Illi­ 
nois. 
The three Wisconsin deaths 
plus five other fetalities there 
in separate accidents, helped 
set a 12-month record. The toll 
in Wisconsin now stands at 
1,048 for 1964, well past the 
previous high of 957 in 1962.

The

ists have divided South Viet 
Nam into seven zones. 
The government forces suf­ 
fered 11 dead and 42 wounded. 
Among the wounded were seven 
UJ>. Army helicopter crewmen 
hit by small-arms fire. 
(Ten other Americans were 
reported wounded in other ac­ 
tions in the Mekong delta Sun­ 
day. Two were reported in seri­ 
ous condition.) 
Capt. Robert W. Butler of 
Frederick, Md., who went into 
action at Dai Ngai, said of the 
government success: “ This is 
as good a Christmas present as 
I could have wished for.” 
A radio he had carried on his 
back was smashed by a ma- 
chine-gun bullet. He was not 
hurt. 
The attack began when mili­ 
tiamen in the riceland hamlet 
beside the Mekong River called 
for help after exchanging fire 
with the guerrillas.

Debt is a "F o u r-le tte r" word 
in the 
American vocabulary. 
This is especially so in regard 
to the national debt, that little- 
understood but much invoked 
symbol of government extrava­ 
gance, waste, mismanagement 
and even downright im m orality. 
Thus it may shock many to te a r 
a respected banker extol the 
positive benefits of deficit fi­ 
nancing, both public and pri­ 
vate. It is almost as if the 
preacher were to condone gam­ 
bling. 
Contending that "debt exten­ 
sion is needed for the health 
of the economy," Rudolph A. 
Peterson, president of the Bank 
of America National Trust and 
Savings Association, recently' 
attacked what he labeled four 
myths regarding debt. 
The first myth; "Debt in the 
United States is too high." 
One cannot say this, says Pe­ 
terson, except when the nega­ 
tive effects of debt become un­ 
bearable and new debt can't te 
floated. 
"Debt has grown much more 
than our ability to pay it off." 
This implies that the total 
debt could suddenly te called 
by the creditors, which is "ex ­ 
trem ely unlikely." 
"The recent high growth of the 
federal debt is a m ajor prob­ 
lem ." 
Actually, net federal debt at 
the end of fiscal 1963—$307 
billion — was not much higher 
than at the end of 1945. The 
government owns more in real 
and personal property assets 
than the debt—$315 billion. 
While the federal debt rose 13 
per cent between 1946 and 1963, 
or $9 billion, the state and 
local government rise was a 
little publicized 448 per cent, 
or $65 billion. This is reflected 
in a 326 per cent increase in 
state-local taxes in that period 
reported by the Tax Foundation. 
One must turn to the business 
world to enter the realm of 
astronom ical accounting; P ri­ 
vate debt has grown by $613 
billion since World War II. Here 
it is not called debt but "in ­ 
vestm ent" and without it the 
economy would stagnate. 
"F ederal debt must te reduced 
or at least contained." 
On the contrary, says P eter­ 
son, government obligations are 
an asset to their holders and 
in many cases facilitate private 
business transactions. There is 
no more reason for extinguish­ 
ing federal debt than for pro­ 
hibiting corporate debt. 
"A gross federal debt of well 
over 300 billion dollars is awe­ 
some to contem plate," says Pe­ 
terson. "Yet we must come to 
grips with the fact that a billion 
dollars or 300 billion dollars 
are units of counting with which 
we m easure our economic uni­ 
verse in much the same way we 
use light years to m easure the 
physical universe. 
"O ur economic universe is al­ 
ready immense and is growing 
with each passing day."

The most outraged roar came 
from Sen. Strom Thurmond, R- 
S.C., who doubles as a m ajor 
general in the Army R eserves 
and marches through capitol 
corridors as if leading an in­ 
visib le parade. 
It happens that Sen. Thur­ 
mond is the Senate's most out­ 
spoken 
champion 
of 
states' 
rights. It was states' rights, he 
declared last September, that 
persuaded him to desert the 
Democratic party and enlist 
in the campaign of his fellow 
major general in the R eserves, 
Sen. B arry Goldwater. 
Yet 
this 
month Thurmond 
came out against states' rights 
when they threatened his own 
m ilitary standing and travel 
privileges. 
M cNamara's 
ac­ 
tion would take Army reserv ­ 
ists out of federal control and 
put them in the National Guard 
under state control. Thurmond 
called this "presum ptuous." 
Real reason he is opposed to 
states' rights in this case is 
that it would disband his own 
reserve unit in the Senate of 
which he is the commanding 
officer. 
-TWO JUNKETS A YEAR- 
This column has reported 
from time to time on the junket­ 
ing of Sen. Thurm ond's reserve 
unit. Its m em bers have fol­ 
lowed a pattern of serving their 
active duty by inspecting world 
pleasure spots, enduring the 
rigors 
of 
such 
outposts as 
P aris, Rome, and Hong Kong. 
Usually 
Thurmond organizes 
two trips each year, so 
h i s 
Capitol Hill "troops'* can take 
their choice of Europe or Asia. 
He chose Madrid, Rome, and 
Casablanca for his own active 
duty this year, and left the week­ 
end imm ediately after the elec­ 


tion. It was his second junket 
of the year. Before the elec­ 
tion, he had flown to Stockholm 
at 
the 
taxpayers* 
expense. 
Thus he spent three weeks in 
Sweden during August, another 
three weeks touring the Medi­ 
terranean during November. 
Thurmond's record as a two- 
junket-a-year man dates back 
to 1962 when he took off for 
three weeks of "active duty" 
in Europe and the Middle East 
within a week after returning 
from a jaunt in Mexico. The 
taxpayers paid for both trips. 
Thurmond is now a Repub­ 
lican. Sen. Ralph Yarborough 
of Texas is a staunch Demo­ 
crat. They agree on hardly 
anything. And Yarborough, a 
reserve colonel, has been wary 
of his commanding officer ever 
since 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Thurmond 
w restled him to the floor in a 
Senate corridor earlier this 
year. 


But there is one point on 
which these two Solons do def­ 
initely agree. Both are opposed 
to M cNamara's plan to abolish 
the reserves and reserve junk­ 
ets. 
While Thurmond was lead­ 
ing an expedition to the Medi­ 
terranean this fall, Yarborough 
took command of an expedition 
to the Far East. He got back on 
December 13, just in tim e to 
blast McNamara for trying to 
break up their cozy Capitol Hill 
Corps. Yarborough indignantly 
called M cNamara's order " a 
departure away from the long-

Crime Syndicates Jittery as 
FBI 
Hits 
Them 
with 5,000 
Probes. 
NEW YORK: — For the first 
tim e since the legendary days 
of the Capone era when mobs 
m assacred them selves in am ­ 
bush or on open streets, a year’s 
end is grim for the m illion­ 
aire Mafia executives. 
These 
Cosa 
N ostra family 
heads are jittery -- especially 
in the Chicago, 
Philadelphia 
and New Y ork-Northern 
New 
Jersey areas. 
They’re jumpy because of the 
most intensive FBI probes of 
recent years -- investigations 
totaling more than 5,000 on two 
fronts. One part of the pincer 
has dug into their sources of 
legitim ate as well as crooked 
income. The other move is a 
methodical 
g a t h e r i n g 
of 
evidence on a long-term tim e­ 
table, but not so long that many 
of the 55 and 60-year-old Cosa 
Nostra "fam ily heads" don’t 
face federal prisons. 
So the mob is skittish. Its 
powerful 
"C om m ittee" 
or 
"B o ard " which has teen m eet­ 
ing la small groups throughout 
the regions they control just 
doesn’t 
know 
what the FBI 
knows. The crim e 
syndicate 
leaders move hesitatingly for 
the first tim e. They don’t know 
whether to purge or to r e ­ 
organize. The elders are not 
quite certain they can control 
the younger elem ent. They’re 
unable to ferret out the hand­ 
ful of inform ers J. Edgar Hoov­ 
e r says te has planted in the 
highest echelons of several Ma­ 
fia organizations. 
What 
w orries 
the wealthy 
crim inals as much as the threat 
of jail is the government’s chip­ 
ping away at their income. In 
this 
maneuver 
the 
weapon 
against them is the regional 
federal grand jury. The crim e 
syndicate executives are not 
particularly 
disturbed by the 
possibility of anyone spilling 
before such a grand jury. 
They run tightly disciplined 
organizations 
whose secrets 
are in the hands and minds of 
only a few men. 
The lower 
depth knows little. 
What truly harasses the Cosa 
N ostra executives is the fact 
that they them selves are being 
called to testify in many areas 
of the nation. 
They aren’t apt to blurt out 
their own secrets, so why are 
they shaken? Their nervousness 
was explained by one of the 
most knowledgeable crim inolo­ 
gists in the land. 
" It is entirely possible for an 
individual called to testify be­ 


fore a grand jury or other of­ 
ficial interrogating bodies to 
find him self faced with the al­ 
ternative of either testifying 
truthfully or finding him self 
denied 
such 
valuable legal 
rights as liquor and real e s ­ 
tate operating licenses, beer 
distributorships or other val­ 
uable business privileges used 
by the mobs to earn m illions," 
he explained. 
"T h ere are government grants 
and subsidies and a variety of 
the extrem ely im portant rights 
involving millions of dollars 
in business properties which 
depend on how the crim e chief 
responds. 
It is im portant to 
observe the nature of the of­ 
ficial inquiry and 
the ques­ 
tions asked. Sometimes the p er­ 
so n 's refusal to answer under 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment can 
actually result in denial of these 
official grants and to those 
crim inal syndicates in the big 
businesses of the Mafia, this 
could mean more than the loss 
of millions. It could result in 
the loss of big and sm all bus­ 
inesses in which thousands of 
troops are employed and even 
the syndicate chief can’t af­ 
ford such joblessness on the 
part of his tough manpower." 
There are grand juries prob­ 
ing organized crim e all over 
the country and the probes beget 
probes. There is, for example, 
the Dlinois Crim e Investigating 
Com mission which plans to go 
into downstate 
Dlinois 
next 
year. 
As 
these 
investigations in­ 
crease and the investigators 
dig deeper the odds increased 
that the more powerful though 
le sse r known, crim e syndicate 
chiefs will be summoned and 
have to face not only the grand 
juries but m assed phalanxes of 
newsmen. 
Exposure could also result 
in the smashing of many legiti­ 
m ate businesses into which the 
mobs have gone. 
Add to all this the comic opera 
case of Joe (Bananas) Bonanno, 
m illionaire controller of rack­ 
e ts in the West, and you have 
the ingredients for the feverish 
state of the m assive crim inal 
underworld at New Y ear's. 
It will not go well for those 
involved 
in 
the 
case 
of 
Bananas. They have only com ­ 
plicated m atters. There 
will 
undoubtedly be retribution as 
soon as a series of sneak con­ 
ferences can be held. There is 
no Mr. 
Big. So it will take 
tim e for dem ocratic centralism 
to pass judgment.

Debt Is a “ F o u r-le tte r” word 
In 
the 
American vocabulary. 
This Is especially so In regard 
to the national debt, that little- 
understood but much Invoked 
symbol of government extrava­ 
gance, waste, mism anagement 
and even downright Im m orality. 
Thus it may shock many to hear 
a respected banker extol the 
positive benefits of deficit fi­ 
nancing, both public and p ri­ 
vate. It 
Is almost as lf the 
preacher were to condone gam ­ 
bling. 
Contending that “ debt exten­ 
sion Is needed for the health 
of the economy,” Rudolph A. 
Peterson, president of the Bank 
of America National T rust and 
Savings 
Association, recently 
attacked what he labeled four 
myths regarding debt. 
The first myth; “ Debt in the 
United States is too high.” 
One cannot say this, says P e­ 
terson, except when the nega­ 
tive eflects of debt become un­ 
bearable and new debt can’t lie 
floated. 
“ Debt has grown much m ore 
than our ability to pay it off.” 
This 
implies 
that 
the total 
debt could suddenly be called 
by the creditors, which is “ ex­ 
trem ely unlikely.” 
“ The recent high growth of the 
federal debt is a m ajor prol>- 
lem .” 
Actually, net federal debt at 
the end of fiscal 1963—$307 
billion— was not much higher 
than at the end of 1945. The 
government owns more in real 
and personal property a ssets 
than the debt—$315 billion. 
While the federal debt rose 13 
per cent between 1946 and 1963, 
o r $9 billion, 
the state and 
local government rise was a 
little publicized 448 per cent, 
o r $65 billion. This is reflected 
in a 326 p er cent increase in 
state-local taxes in that period 
reported by the Tax Foundation. 
One must turn to the business 
world to enter the realm of 
astronomical accounting: P r i­ 
vate debt has grown by $613 
billion since World War II. Here 
it Is not called debt but “ in­ 
vestm ent” and without it the 
economy would stagnate. 
“ F ederal debt must be reduced 
o r at least contained.” 
On the contrary, says P e te r­ 
son, government obligations .ire 
an asset to their holders and 
in many cases facilitate private 
business transactions. There is 
no more reason for extinguish­ 
ing federal debt than for p ro ­ 
hibiting corporate debt. 
“ A g ross federal debt of well 
over 300 billion dollars is awe­ 
some to contem plate,” says Pe­ 
terson. “ Yet we must come to 
grips with the fact that a billion 
dollars or 300 billion dollars 
are units of counting with which 
we m easure our economic uni­ 
verse in much the sam e way we 
use light years to m easure the 
physical universe. 
“ Our economic universe is al­ 
ready im mense and is growing 
with each passing day.”

month Thurmond 
came out against states* rights 
when they threatened his own 
military 
standing and travel 
privileges. 
M cNamara’s 
ac ­ 
tion would take Ar my re s e rv ­ 
ists out of federal control and 
put them in the National Guard 
under state control. Thurmond 
called this “ presum ptuous.” 
Real reason he is opposed to 
states’ rights in this case is 
that it would disband his own 
reserve unit in the Senate of 
which he is the commanding 
officer.

ing of Sen. Thurmond’s reserv e 
unit. 
Its 
m em bers have fol­ 
lowed a pattern of serving their 
active duty by inspecting world

Usually 
Thurmond organizes 
two trips each year, so

in Europe and the Middle East 
within a week after returning 
from a jaunt in Mexico. The 
taxpayers paid for both trip s. 
Thurmond is now a Repub­ 
lican. Sen. Ralph Yarborough 
of Texas is a staunch Demo­ 
c ra t. 
They agree on 
hardly 
anything. And Yarborough, a 
re s e rv e colonel, has been wary 
of his commanding officer ever 
since 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Thurmond 
w restled him to the floor in a 
Senate corrid or 
ea rlier 
this 
year. 


But 
there is one point on 
which these two Solons do def­ 
initely ag ree. Both a re opposed 
to Mc N am ara’s plan to abolish 
the re se rv e s and reserv e junk­ 
ets. 
While 
Thurmond was lead­

FBI

with 5,000 
Probes. 
NEW YORK: — F o r the first 
tim e since the legendary davs 
of the Capone e r a when mobs 
m assacred th em selv es in a m ­ 
bush or on open stre e ts , a year’s 
end is grim for the million­ 
aire Mafia executives. 
These 
Cosa 
N ostra 
family 
heads are jittery -- especially 
in 
the 
Chicago, 
Philadelphia 
and New Y ork-N orthern 
New 
Je rse y areas. 
They’re jumpy because of the 
most intensive FBI probes of 
recent years - - investigations 
totaling more than 5,000 on two 
fronts. One p art of the pincer 
has dug into th eir sources of 
legitimate as well as crooked 
income. The oth er move is a 
methodical 
g a t h e r i n g 
of 
evidence on a lo n g -term tim e­ 
table, but not so long that many 
of the 55 and 6 0-y ear-o ld Cosa 
N ostra “ fam ily heads” don’t 
face federal p riso ns. 
So the 
mob is skittish. Its 
powerful 
“ C om m ittee” 
or 
“ Board” which has been m eet­ 
ing i i small groups throughout 
the regions they control just 
doesn’t 
know 
what the FBI 
knows. 
The 
c rim e 
syndicate 
leaders move hesitatingly for 
the first time. They don’t know 
whether to purge 
o r to r e ­ 
organize. The e ld e rs are not 
quite certain they can control 
the younger elem ent. They’re 
unable to fe rre t out the hand­ 
ful of info rm ers J. E dgar Hoov­ 
e r says he has planted in the 
highest echelons of several Ma­ 
fia organizations. 
What 
w o rrie s 
the wealthy 
crim inals as much as the threat 
of jail is the governm ent’s chip­ 
ping away at th e ir income. In 
this 
m aneuver 
the 
weapon 
against them is the regional 
federal grand jury. The crime 
syndicate 
executives 
are not 
p articularly 
disturbed by the 
possibility of anyone spilling 
before such a grand jury. 
They run tightly disciplined 
organizations 
whose secrets 
a re in the hands and minds of 
only a few men. 
The lower 
depth knows little. 
What truly h a ra s s e s the Cosa 
N ostra executives is the fact 
that they them selves are l>eing 
called to testify in many areas 
of the nation. 
They a re n ’t apt to blurt out 
their own s e c r e ts , so why are 
they shaken? T h eir nervousness 
was explained by one of the 
most knowledgeable crim inolo­ 
gists in the land. 
“ It is entirely possible for an 
individual called to testify be­ 


fore a grand jury or other of­ 
ficial 
interrogating bodies to 
find him self faced with the a l­ 
ternative 
of either testifying 
truthfully or 
finding him self 
denied 
such 
valuable legal 
rig hts as liquor and real e s ­ 
tate 
operating licenses, l>eer 
distrib uto rsh ips or other val­ 
uable business privileges used 
by the mobs to earn millions,” 
he explained. 
“ T here are government grants 
and subsidies and a variety of 
the extrem ely important rights 
involving 
millions of dollars 
in 
business properties which 
depend on how the crim e chief 
responds. 
It 
is important to 
observe the nature of the of­ 
ficial inquiry and 
the ques­ 
tions asked. Sometimes the p e r ­ 
son’s refusal to answer under 
the 
Fifth 
Amendment can 
actually result in denial of these 
official 
grants and to those 
crim inal syndicates in the big 
b u sin esses of the Mafia, this 
could mean m ore than the loss 
of millions. It could result in 
the loss of big and small b u s­ 
in e sse s in which thousands of 
troops are employed and even 
the 
syndicate chief can’t a f­ 
ford such joblessness on the 
part of his tough manpower.” 
T here a re grand juries pro b­ 
ing organized crim e all over 
the country and the probes l>eget 
probes. There is, for example, 
the Dlinois C rim e Investigating 
C om m ission which plans to go 
into downstate 
Dlinois 
next 
year. 
As 
these 
investigations in­ 
c re a s e and 
the investigators 
dig d eeper the odds increased 
that the m ore powerful though 
le s s e r known, crim e syndicate 
chiefs will be summoned and 
have to face not only the grand 
ju rie s but m assed phalanxes of 
newsmen. 
Exposure 
could also

in the sm ashing of many leg iti­ 
mate businesses into which the 
m obs have gone. 
Add to all this the comic opera

Stratton picked off a Rote pass 
to end the threat. 
"If 
there 
was a turning 


point," 
Gillman 
said, "that 
pass interception was it. 
"The loss of Keith Lincoln 
also hurt us. I would say, if any­ 
thing* his loss helped Buftilo a 
great deal — we lost a lot of our 
football team when Lincoln was 
injured.'* 
Lincoln, who gained 339 yards 
in all manners of offense in San 
Diego's 51-10 rout of Boston in 
the title game last year, ap- 
peared to be on his way to an­ 
other great game before the 
injury.

Black Bass 
Open All Year 


JEFFERSON CITY — 
To 
sportsmen, the end of the year 
means permits must be re­ 
newed. 
Those who did not receive 
1965 hunting and fishing per­ 
mits for Christmas must buy 
them before they can take ad­ 
vantage of Missouri’s increas­ 
ingly liberal winter sports op­ 
portunities. 
For example, anglers know 
that in Missouri they can fish 
all winter-- they have been able 
to for years. But starting this 
year, many streams will 
be 
open to black bass fishing all 
winter. The only fish species 
on which there is any closed 
season in Missouri is black 
bass, but starting Jan. 1 even 
those 
fish 
will 
be legal in 
streams north of the Missouri 
River and in the southeast low­ 
lands, the so - called "boot- 
heel" of Missouri. South of the 
Missouri and north and west 
of the bootheel, black bass will 
be open only from May 29 to 
Feb. 28. 
Also 
starting 
Jan. 1, 
all 
persons 15 or older will be 
required to have fishing per­ 
mits before they may go fish­ 
ing. Through 1964, those young­ 
er than 17 did not need a fish­ 


ing permit, although hunters of 
all ages must have a hunting 
permit. 
Hunting seasons, too, are more 
liberal than in the past. Mis­ 
souri’s excellent crop of quail 
this year permits another long 
season, ending Jan. 15 after a 
Nov. 10 opening. The dally and 
possession limit is 10 birds. 
The statewide goose season, 
which reopened Dec. 22, will 
also continue through Jan. 15, 
although it is closed in the 
Swan Lake Zone, bounded by 
U. S. 
65 and 36 and Missouri 
5 and 240. 
The squirrel season closes 
Dec. 21, but Missouri's rabbit 
hunters have until March 1 tc 


harvest the makings of a cotton­ 
tail stew. In fact, avid rabbit 
hunters will tell you the hunt­ 
ing doesn't really get good until 
after 
the first of the year, 
especially if the new year brings 
a good snowfall. 
There are still other reasons 
to be sure you have your 1965 
permits on hand New Year's 
Day. With all the hunting and 
fishing Missouri has to offer, 
it will be your best guarantee 
of a Happy New Year. 
And be sure to keep your per­ 
mits in a safe place. Starting 
Jan. 1 hunting and fishing per­ 
mits will not be replaceable, 
as in the past, for a 25 cent 
replacement fee. If you lose 
your permit, a replacement will 
cost 
the full 
price of the 
original. 
So get your permits early, 
keep them safe, and use them 
often — they hardly ever wear 
out through frequent use.

Look In And See 
Taking a few moments after 
the first catch of the day to 
clean and examine the unlucky 
fish may seem like a waste of 
precious angling time. But con­ 
ducting a brief post-mortem 
will greatly Increase chances 
of catchlnsr more fish. 
An examination of stomach 
contents will reveal the foods 
most recently eaten - hence, 
the matching fly or lure which 
is most likely to dupe the next 
fish along. Many anglers, un­ 
fortunately, 
overlook 
t hi s 
wealth of information and hur­ 
riedly 
cast 
again 
wi t hout 
pausing the 60 seconds it takes 
to clean and examine the fish; 
For instance, if he's feeding 
on small minnows, a streamer 
fly would be your natural choice 
to fool him. Grasshoppers, ants^ 
beetles or other land creatures 
are a signal to fish right along 
the bank. 
Now all you have to do i s 
catch that first fish. If he's 
slow coming you can always. 
offer to clean somebody else's; 
fish.

sportsmen, the end of the year 
means permits must be re ­ 
newed. 
Those who did not receive 
1965 hunting and fishing p er­ 
mits for Christmas must buy 
them before they can take ad­ 
vantage of Missouri’s increas­ 
ingly liberal winter sports op­ 
portunities.

In the main dining room, was 
sternly ejected and told never 
to return. Delmonlco’s struck 
him from the menu and re- 
chrlstened his dish Lobster 
Newburgh. 
Thus America’s 
sole "name" gourmet faded Into 
oblivion, and credit for a de­ 
lectable delicacy still popular 
today passed undeservedly to a 
small Hudson River city (pop. 
32,000) of no culinary dis­ 
tinction then or since.

He said he thinks 15 to 30 ad­ 
ditional members are leaning in 
his direction but said they are 
“ assailable** by the party pro­ 
gressives who have been calling 
for his scalp as a symbol of the 
Republicans* Nov. 3 defeat.

— The his­ 
tory of the growth of the state 
as reflected in and influenced 
by its newspapers has been por­ 
trayed in a new book, “ Missouri 
Newspapers,” written 
by Dr. 
W illiam H. Taft, of 
the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri 
School of 
Journalism faculty. 
Drawing 
prim arily 
from 
newspaper files, Dr. 
Taft has 
assembled a wealth of material 
concerning the development of 
the press since the state re ­ 
ceived Its first paper, 
the 
“ Missouri 
Gazette,” 
in St. 
Louis in 1808. 
Published by the 
University 
of Missouri Press, “ Missouri 
Newspapers” 
contains 
some 
440 pages and is priced at 
$8 a copy. 
Assisting in mak­ 
ing 
the 
i>ubliration possible 
wt>re the Missouri 
Press 
Association 
and 
the 
State 
Historical Society of Missouri. 
As Missouri grew, so did Us 
nexvspajiers and by 1850 the 
pioneer period came to its end. 
Editors were divided on their 
views concerning the 
Civil 
W ar and the press split as did 
the state 
’‘That the papers 
survived at all through this 
war 
is indicative of 
their 
per severance in the face 
ol 
terrific obstacles,” 
Dr. Taft 
concludes. 
In the post-war i>eriod, 
the_ 
publishers united and formed' 
in 1867 what is known today as 
the Missouri Press Associa­ 
tion. 
Throughout this l>ook, 
the history of this organiza­ 
tion has l»een recorded, from 
the 
earlv excursion journeys 
down the Mississippi River to 
the . rowth of workshops 
and 
the greater emphasis on 
in­ 
structional programs today. 
Also included in “ Missouri 
Newspapers” is a 
brief his­ 
tory of the role that publishers 
placed in the creation of 
the 
State Historical Society 
in 
Columbia 
which today 
has 
one of th*> nation’s most com­ 
plete files of 
state public a - 
t ions 
Professional 
training 
for 
journalists 
was 
debated 
by 
Missouri editors for decades. 
Many, however, l<ec.ime sold on 
the idea after Joseph I’ulitzer 
told of plans to leave several 


million dollars lor the develop­ 
ment of such a school in New 
York. Missouri publishers then 
pushed harder so that in 1908 
the School of Journalism was 
opened at the 
University 
of 
Columbia. 
Additional 
chapters 
cover 
personalities in the news, high­ 
lights in the political and social 
development 
of 
the 
state, 
coverage 
of 
major 
wars, 
editors today, 
and changes In 
the newspaper business. 
Concluding his history, 
Dr. 
Taft writes: 
“ The 
Missouri 
press, 
156 
years old In 1964, can lie proud 
of its role in placing the state 
on the national mapandrecord­ 
ing its history for eternity. The 
Missouri Press Association,on 
the eve of its hundredth an­ 
niversary, can be proud of its 
service to its member papers, 
its work in founding the State 
Historical 
Society 
and 
the 
School of Journalism, 
and its 
sponsorship of many 
worth­ 
while projects to aid the state 
press.” 
Ea rlie r this year the 
State 
Historical Society published a 
list of some 6,000 state papers, 
titled “ Missouri Newspapers: 
When and Where 1808-1963.” 
Dr 
Taft, 
in compiling this 
list, provides a record of files 
available in the state and in 
major libraries across 
the 
nation. 
A third volume, deal­ 
ing with Missouri newspaper 
personalities, is planned 
bv 
Dr Taft.

Federal Finances, Past and 
Future Prospects Discussed 


WASHINGTON 
CAP) — A 
year ago the administration was 
trying hard to get Congress to 
pass a massive income tax cut*. 
It succeeded. 
TY»e reverse may be true in 
1965. 
The administration may 
have to put on the brakes to 
prevent eager legislators from 
taking a huge whack out of the 
government's excise tax reve­ 
nues which add up to $14.5 bil­ 
lion a year. 
Officials say they hope the 
promised excise reduction will 
be tailored to fit the needs of the 
economy and the budget. But 
some Congress members have 
demonstrated they would gladly 
make a sweeping cut in the un­ 
popular, cost-boosting sales le­ 
vies. 
There 
has been some in­ 
formed speculation that the cuts 
will not exceed $2 billion. Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Douglas 
Dillon has mentioned possible 
figures as low as $500 million 
and as high as $4 billion, de­ 
ending on how much stimula­ 
tion the economy needs at the 
time. 
Other matters which will keep 
administration 
economists 
busy in 1965 include: 
—A higher budget, both on the 
spending and revenue sides, 
with expenditures approaching 
the $100-billion mark despite 
some economics in defense. 
—The problem of keeping 
more dollars at home in order 
to reduce further the deficit in 
international payments. 
—The prospect of a budget 
deficit between $2 billion and $4 
billion in fiscal 1966, following 
a $5.7 deficit for the current 
fiscal year ending next June 30. 
—Consideration of a proposal 
to eliminate or reduce the sil­ 
ver content of coins to relieve 
a world shortage of silver. 
—A possible reduction of $250 
million or more in the taxes of - 
large corporations through ad­ 
ministrative changes in depre­ 
ciation rules. 
-—Consideration of income tax 
revision designed to close loo­ 
pholes. 
Treasury officials prefer a 
cautious approach to the vast 
array of excise taxes because of 
the possible effect on business. 
While enactment of a multibil- 
lion-dollar reduction would give 
the total economy a strong stim­ 
ulus, the expectation of a cut 
could hurt the sale of some con­ 
sumer products during the peri­ 
od of congressional hearings, 
deba{£, and legislation. 
A minimum cut would be con­ 
fined to elimination of the 10 per 
cent retail tax on furs, jewelry, 
cosmetics, handbags, luggage 
and similar items. TTiis would 
not have a great effect on buy­ 
ing habit^T* 
However, if consumers felt 
the tax would be eliminated on 
automobiles, 
television sets, 
and sim ilar large items enough 
purchases might be postponed 
to cause a slump in some indus­ 
tries. The saving on a lower- 
priced automobile would be 
more than $250. 
Although President Johnson 
received requests totaling $108 
billion for the 1966 budget, it 
seems likely that he will trim 
the total just below the $100 bil­ 
lion mark. 
Economy and efficiency in 
government have been major 
talking points for Johnson, and 
administration 
officials are 
predicting 
sharp cuts in the 
agency requests. Spending in 
fiscal 1965 is expected to total 
$97.2 billion compared to $97.- 
9 billion the previous year. 
The antipoverty war and oth­ 
er new programs will put added 
strain on the new budget, but 
this will be partly offset by siza­ 
ble economies in the Defense 
Department. 
Revenues so far are closely in 
line with estimates in fiscal 
1965. However, income tax ex­ 
perts are not sure how well the 
new withholding rate matches 
the tax liabilities of taxpayers 
in the upper middle class brack­ 
ets. 
Many taxpayers with income* 
of $7,500 to $20,000 may find 
next spring's tax bill higher 
than they anticipated, or that 
the refund is less than expected.

year ago Misadministration was 
trying hard to get Congress to 
pass a massive income tax cut. 
It succeeded. 


The reverse may be true in 
1965. 
The administration may 
have to put on the brakes to 
prevent eager legislators from 
taking a huge whack out of the 
government's excise tax reve­ 
nues which add up to $14.5 bil­ 
lion a year. 
Officials say they hope the 
promised excise reduction w ill 
be tailored to fit the needs of the 
economy and the budget. But 
some Congress members have 
demonstrated they would gladly 
make a sweeping cut in the un­ 
popular, cost-boosting sales le­ 
vies. 
There 
has been 
some 
in­ 
formed speculation that die cuts 
w ill not exceed $2 billion. Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Douglas 
Dillon has mentioned possible 
figures as low as $500 million 
and as high as $4 billion, de­ 
ending on how much stimula­ 
tion the economy needs at the 
time. 
Other matters which w ill keep 
administration 
economists 
busy in 1965 include: 
—A higher budget, both on the 
spending and 
revenue 
sides, 
with expenditures approaching 
the $100-billion mark despite 
some

defense. 
— The problem of keeping 
more dollars at home in order 
to reduce further the deficit in 
international payments. 
— The prospect of a budget 
deficit between $2 billion and $4 
billion in fiscal 1966, following 
a $5.7 deficit for the current 
fiscal year ending next June 30. 
—Consideration of a proposal 
to eliminate or reduce the s il­ 
ver content of coins to relieve 
a 
world 
shortage of silver. 
— A possible reduction of $250 
million or more in the taxes of- 
Large corporations through ad­ 
ministrative changes in depre­ 
ciation rules. 
— Consideration of income tax 
revision designed to close loo­ 
pholes. 
Treasury officials prefer a 
cautious approach to the vast 
array of excise taxes because of 
the possible effect on business. 
While enactment of a multibil- 
lion-dollar reduction would give 
the total economya strong stim ­ 
ulus, the expectation of a cut 
could hurt the sale of some con­ 
sumer products during the peri­ 
od of congressional hearings, 
deba{£, and legislation. 
A minimum cut would be con­ 
fined to elimination of the lo p er 
cent retail tax on furs, jew elry, 
cosmetics, handbags, luggage 
and sim ilar items.

the previous year. 
The antipoverty war and oth­ 
er new programs will put added 
strain on the new budget, but 
this w ill be partly offset by siza­ 
ble economies in the Defense 
Department. 
Revenues so far are closely in 
line with estimates in fiscal 
1965. However, income tax ex­ 
perts are not sure how well the 
new withholding rate matches 
the tax liabilities of taxpayers 
in the upper middle class brack­ 
ets. 
Many taxpayers with incomes 
of $7,500 to $20,000 may find 
next 
spring's tax bill higher 
than they anticipated, or that 
the refund is less than expected.

Economics at best Is no more 
than a pseudoscience, simply 
because Its theories cannot be 
subjected to the controlled tests 
and experiments 
that _ have 
proved of such vital importance 
in the development of the real 
laboratory 
sciences. 
Econo­ 
m ists, 
like 
their 
fellow 
pseudoscientists, 
politicians, 
must rely almost exclusively on 
lessons derived from history, 
and these lessons unfortunately 
are sometimes misunderstood. 
The present idea that inflation 
has slowed to a point where it 
is no longer a danger is 
an 
example of this sort of m is­ 
interpretation 
of 
historical 
precedents. 
For, while it is 
true that cost of living, farm 
products and commodity price 
indexes are rising either very 
slowly or not at all, 
other 
historically 
more significant 
Indicators are showing definite 
signs 
of 
sharply increasing 
pressure. Common stocks are 
up about 100 per cent since 
1958, farm land prices 
are 
rising in the Midwest at the 
rate of about 10 per cent 
a 
year, and some suburban acre­ 
ages have been going up as much 
as 100 per cent a year. 
Rare 
coins, rare books and certain 
item s of antique colored glass­ 
ware, have made equal or even 
more impressive gains. 
This is not, historically, 
an 
unusual situation. In fact most 
inflationary 
booms 
have 
demonstrated this same sort of 
price selectivity. Holland’s tu­ 
lip mania of 1630 to 1637 is 
perhaps the prize example of 
selective inflation. During that 
wild period houses, 
personal 
possessions and land were sold 
or mortgaged to buy tulips. 
Prices were driven up to where 
single choice tulip bulbs were 
selling for $3,000 or more. One 
man reportedly almost caused 
a riot by mistaking a $2,000 
tulip bulb for an onion 
and 
eating it. 
England’s South Sea Bubble 
boom (1711-1720), likewise, was 
purely 
and 
simply a highly 
selective stock buying mania of 
the most absurd sort. Stock in 
companies organized for such 
bizarre purposes as “ making 
wheels for perpetual 
motion 
machines” 
and to participate 
in *‘a business yet to 
l>e re ­ 
vealed,” sold like hotcakes. 
South Sea Co. stock itself rose 
1,500 per cent in just 
seven 
months of 1720 — and then 
collapsed, dropping over 1,450 
per cent before the end of that 
year. 
It was indeed, as 
one 
historian put it, 
a period in 


which “ every fool aspired to be 
a knave.” 
France was afflicted at that 
time with virtually the 
same 
sort of mania. 
There it was 
John Law’s bank. 
However, 
land 
prices also 
went sky 
high and coins were driven out 
of circulation as the inflation 
progressed into the explosive 
stage. 
One man managed to 
get a cartload of gold 
and 
silver across the Belgian bor­ 
der by topping it with cow ma­ 
nure. 
Another, 
to safeguard 
his paper money gains, bought 
the entire edition of a 
new 
dictionary. 
Our Revolutionary War “ shin 
plaster” 
inflation was 
also 
selective. 
The overall price 
index rose only a little over 
300 per cent before 
the in­ 
flationary 
process culminated 
in 
1780. Nevertheless, before 
the end flour sold in Boston 
for $1,575 a barrel, coffee $12 
a pound, corn brought $150 a 
bushel, and a suit and hat could 
be had for $2,000. 
And 
in 
Virginia, a good pair of shoes 
went at the “ bargain” price of 
$5,000. 
After the culmination, 
a part of the Continental cur­ 
rency 
was 
redeemed 
at 
a 
fortieth of its face value, in­ 
dicating that the higher-priced 
item s more correctly reflected 
the currency’s true value than 
did those items making 
less 
spectacular gains. 
The U.S. inflation of 1795 em ­ 
phasized 
speculation 
in se a­ 
borne com m erce, as did those 
of 1800-1801, 1805-1806 
and 
1810. 
During that of 1805- 
1806, G resham ’s dealt the s il­ 
v er dollar a 30-year knockout 
punch. 
The 1813-1819 post­ 
w ar inflation, however, 
was 
different. 
During that 
boom 
businessm en 
in 
Philadelphia 
and Baltim ore developed 
a 
mania for speculation in stocks, 
while the rest of the nation 
went crazy over W estern land 
and 
town 
lots. 
Commodity 
p rices rose but 40 per cent. 
Farm products, though, 
made 
gains of 75 per cent and w his­ 
key went up a whopping 100 per 
cent. 
The English inflation that cul­ 
minated in 1825 specialized in 
stocks, especially those of Mex­ 
ican and South American mines. 
Some of these stocks rose 300 
per cent in the final year of the 
boom. 
The Latin American 
mania 
also included 
heavy 
B ritish loans to the shaky r e ­ 
gim es and businesses in those 
countries. 
Our 1830-1837 bank note and 
bank credit inflation 
concen­ 
trated 
on 
internal im prove-

Violence , as usual,

Thomas B rothers, writing after 
the final collapse in 1839, de­ 
voted a section of his book on 
the United States 
to “ M is­ 
cellaneous M urders, Riots, and 
Outrages in 1834, 1835, 1837 
and 1838.” M oralitv, too, ebl>ed 


a bit. 
Vice president Richard 
Johnson, elected in 1836, made 
no 
great effort to conceal the 
fact that he had two daughters 
by his mulatto housekeeper; and 
that at her death, he had then 
taken up with another lady of 
color, who later deserted him 
to run off with an Indian. Nor 
did that end the episode, for, 
according to the gossip of that 
day, he had her recaptured, 
sold down the riv er, and then 
brought her siste r in to replace 
her in his interesting domestic 
“ arrangem ents.” 
Easy 
credit, it was 
said, 


caused l>oth the boom and the 
bust of the 1830s. 
So long as 
people could continue to b or­ 
row to buy land, and the states

Multiple gcterosls is one of 
the most common organic dis­ 
eases affecting the 
nervous 
system , afflicting some half a 
million 
Americans, says To­ 
day’s Health, the magazine of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion. 
Multiple sclerosis most often 
affects young people. 
While 
rarely fatal in its early stages, 
says Today’s Health, it may be 
progressive and

Multiple sclerosis has no one 
Infallible symptom. 
Almost 
any portion of the nervous sys­ 
tem may be involved. 
The 
spinal cord Is probably 
most 
often affected. It’s involvement 
may cause periods of partial to 
complete paralysis of the legs, 
and, at tim es, of the trunk and 
arms. 
Numbness, tingling and 
various sensory changes may 
occur. 
Double or 
blurred 
vision, even temporary to per­ 
manent blindness, may result. 
In advanced cases there maybe 
slurred speech and sometimes 
incontinence. 


Symptoms 
appear most often 
in adults between 20 
and 35. 
Symptoms usually come and go 
in the beginning.

Average life expectancy after 
onset of symptoms Is more than 
25 years.
